[LARGE CROWD ATTENDS 
GRADUATION PROGRAM 
FOR HIGHJJRADUATES 

A large crowd commensurate with 
the size of the class—the largest in the 
history of the school—attended the 
commencement program of Denton 
High School In the auditorium of the 
First Baptist church Friday evening. 
The auditorium was filled to its ca¬ 
pacity with many standing when the 
program was l\gun, and altho the 
threatening weather forced many to 
leave before its conclusion, a large 
crowd remained to see the awarding 
of diplomas to the sixty-three grad¬ 
uates and of the honors of the class to 
‘four students. Boys’ honors were 
(awarded to Aubrey Rose with second 
honors going to Leonard Maxcy. Miss 
Minnie Ubben won first honors for 
the girls and Miss Beulah Brim sec¬ 
ond honors 

Tho graduation program was very 
prettily arranged and included num¬ 
bers of exceptional merit. The feature 
number given members of the 
class was the singing of Miss Ruth 
Ubben, a young singer whose voice is 
of exceptional prdmTse and well train¬ 
ed. She sang “The Rainbow of Love” 
as her regular number and responded 
to the two encores with “A Little 
Birch Canoe” and “Annie Laurie.” The 
piano duet by Misses Margaret Collins 
and Carrie Lee White Was well receiv¬ 
ed and the two young artists, both of 
whom have shown unusual ability 
while at High School, responded to an 
encore. A third musical number was 
given bv the Girls’ Glee Club of the 
High School which sang very beauti¬ 
fully Mendelssohn’s "Spring Song” 
.and "The Rosary." 

Two readings were given, one by 
Miss Joardis Park and the other by 
Miss Grace Minter. They were both 
well received. Lawton L. Gambill 
gave an interesting address on "The 
progress of Education” In its relation 
to the world war and contrasted the 
German and American methods of ed¬ 
ucation. Duron J Stubblefield express¬ 
ed the appreciation of the class for 
he help of the school board, supertn- 
;endent and members of the faculty 
which made graduation possible. 

Dr. Walts Talks. 

Dr. E. M. Waits, president of Texas 
Christian University, Ft. Worth, deliver 
ed the commencement address, giving 
logical and splendid advice to those 
just commencing a fuller life and tell¬ 
ing them the essentials that go to 
make up a successful career. He ad¬ 
vised the graduates to determine 

hat course they intended to follow, 


i 


what purpose they would have in life 
and then to bend all efforts toward a 
realization of that purpose. He said 
they should feel a call to theiv par¬ 
ticular vocations, whether they be the 
ministry, law, teaching or anything 
else. They should be filing when the 
call comes, to say “I can, sir.” and 
then answer the call, he said. Edison, 
Columbus, Goethals, Pershing and llaig 
answered the call in this way, he de¬ 
clared. 1-Ie urged the young people to 
be ambitious, to endeavor to get ahead 
of “the average man.” 

In beginning life, the graduates 
should have aspiration, should have 
dreams, he said. "The dreamers of the 
world have been its benefactors." he 
said. "All of our poets, philosophers, 
musicians. Inventors and artists—all 
of them have been dreamers. All re¬ 
form has been but a dream of right¬ 
eousness come true.” In addition to 
aspiration, the graduate shoull have 
preparation and the speaker showed 
that 85 per cent of 'the officers com¬ 
missioned ir. the American army during 
the war were college men. He urged 
the graduates to seek higher education 
in the colleges and universities of the 
state so that they will be better pre¬ 
pared to enter their life’s Work. "Life 
means something and never before in 
the history of civilization did it mean 
more than now.” he said, as Europe 
has been devastated and must ne re¬ 
built. The trained mind fs much in 
demand and will be needed as much in 
tho reconstruction era as in the period 
of warfare, he said. With much of rhe 
leadership of Europe dead because of 
war ravages, it devolves upon Ameri¬ 
ca to furnish leaders for the new era. 
he declared.

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Captain Fernand Pol lain nn x d his 
band of French army heroes, arrived 
in Denton on two special cars at 8.30 
Tuesday morning 1 for their concert in 
the auditorium of the College of In¬ 
dustrial Arts at 8 o’clock tonignt. This 
band has appeared in most of .the larg¬ 
er cities of the United States and lias 
been received most enthusiastically 
everywhere. All of the members have 
seen active service in the g reat worm 
war and many of them wear wound 
stripes and have been decorated for 
valor on the battlefield. They are still 
members of the French army and are 
now on furlough for the tour of the 
United States. 

The fact that the men are heioes 
of many of the terrible battles* in 
which the French army took part, has 
added greatly to the enthusiasm of 
their reception everywhere, but com¬ 
petent critics say all members of the 
band are musicians of exceptional abil¬ 
ity and many of them are solists of 
high reputation in France. They are 
touring this country to raise funds 
for a home for wounded soldiers in, 
France and the College of Industrial 
Arts does not receive any profits what¬ 
ever from the concert, it was stated. 
All the money received, with the excep¬ 
tion of the actual expenses, goes to 
this fund. 

The “French Blue Devils,” as the 
French soldiers were termed by the 
Germans, attracted much attention 
about town Tuesday in their bluish- 
gray uniforms. 

All the tickets for the performance 
were sold Monday, but C. A. Pripp, 
registrar at the college, said Tuesday, 
that it had been decided to admit peo¬ 
ple to the hall to stand for the con¬ 
cert if any desired. Many calls lor 
tickets were received after the last 
one had been sold, so it was decided 
to let people into the hall at reduced
